Japanese Leave 
Defenses When 
Americans Land

A powerful American invaaion army pu3hcd rapidly inland 
toward Manila today aftor an almost bloodless landing on 
Luzon island Tuesday morning. . ^ 

Japanese soldiers deserted their meager beach defenses 
under a terrific three-day bombardment that knocked out 
all of their big coaata! guiis. They, left grinning Filipino 
civilians to welcomo the first assault waves pouring over a 
15 mile stretch of shell-cratered sand dunes on Lingayen 
gulf in the greatest amphibious operation of the Pacific war. 

Entire divisions of Lieut.-Gen. Walter- Krueger's sixth 
army landed with few casualties, or perhaps none at all. 

An 800 ship convoy — per- 
haps the greatest in the hig- 
tory of amphibious warfare — 
sent more than S.iOO landing 
craft, amphibious tanks, ducks 
and amphibious tractors scud- 
ding toward four landing 
benches as sooivos the cli- 
mactic dawn bombardment 
lifted. , 

The few pUlboxes that weathered 
the BhcJJtotf '-fftrp'jmnioniiffd, BMch 
trenches Were shallowed and de- 
serted. Barbed wire was stretched 
In single strands. A few snlpen or. 
fered the only obstacle. 

Japanese mortars opened up from 
flanking hills only after American 
Infantrymen occupied San Fabian. 
Oen. Douglas Mac Arthur, smoking 
his corncob {llpe, waded ashore arid 
set up headquarters where he re- 
celved reports of advancing troops 
with obvious satlslacilon. 

Absence of opposition oh 
lieach was particularly astounding 
in view ot Japanese boosts and a 
fierce five-day assault on the 70- 
mlle-long convoy by planes, subma. 
rlnes and dcstroyen. Some Amerl.

UNIFORM AIR LAWS 
The 44 £tato legislatures meeting this month 
and next will have "before them three bills 
of national Importance. They are the pro- 
posed uniform air laws which have been 
' drafted by the National Association of State 
Aviation Officials and the National Institute 
of Municipal Law Oiflccrs, ^te; consulta' 
tlon with the civil aeronau4;ti:3^dmlnlstra' 
tlon. 

The bills are titled the State Aeronautics 
, Department act, the State Airports act, and 
the State Airport Zoning act. Their general' 
purpose is to avoid, before postwHr flying 
expansion begins, the mistakes and fedcral- 
. state conflicts that have plagued other forms 

- of transportation In the past. 

Under the first act, the CAA would still 

- matte the regulations governing the compe- 
' tency oi flyers and airworthiness of planes, 

- as it does now. But the registration of federal 
licenses and the enforcement ol these uni- 
form regulations would bo In the hands of the 
states. By this act the states would adopt 
regulations consistent with the federal rules, 
and would define their rights to establish and 

' maintain airports, and to finance and other- 
; wise assist developments by the state's polltl 
' cal subdivisions. 

Th6 State Airports act would give the states 
. a uniform law generally concerned with "fed- 
eral aid, financing and taxation ol state, 
county and city airports. The State Zoning 
act would protect iSlancs, pilots and passen- 
gers from such hazards as high feif^lon wires 
and tall buildings In the Immediate vicinity 
' of flying fields. 

These proposed laws arc the result of care- 
' lul study and the consensus of many minds, 
; And they seem eminently commendable for a 

■ variety of reasons. Perhaps the most impor- 
V.tant Is that their passage would avoid the 
■■creation of another great bureaucracy In 

Washington. 

' , It Is not extravagant to predict that a half 
mtlllon airline, private and commercial planes 

-may be flying .American skies before- many 
yOars have passed. The Intricacies of licens- 
ing and regulating them will requite a large 
force which might more safely and practic- 
ably be distributed among the several states. 
The present CAA requirements for pilots 

■ and planes have worked out successfully. 
I ' But a state government connot enforce Iddcr- 

al laws. So, If air control la to be decentral- 
Ired, It will be necessary to duplicate these 

- requirements in state laws and assign cn- 
-forcement to the states, 

', It Is true that some legislatures have a 
touchy feeling about "federal dictation." But 

, It seems to us that In this case, the "dic- 
tation," endorsed fay several state govcrn- 

: ments. Is beneficial. To combat It would be a 

-disservice. to the states as well as to the 

~ country as a whole.

Many people seem to feel, and not entirely without 
justification, that tho otilce of price administration 
has broken faith with the American public. Local 
opinion seema to be pretty general that when the 
OPA conceUcd a great many food ration stamps with- 
out warning last week, they not only greatly added to 
this government bureau's unpopularity but the long- 
range effect win be a boomerang. 

Very few, if any, people are complaining about put- 
Ung. ration polnta back on foods which may be shorL 
It clvlUan supplies must be cut-bock, and If It wlU 
help Uie war effort, most folks are hcarUly In favor 
of anything which appean reasonable. The thing 
they are objectmg to Is being penalked for saving 
their, ration stamps agolmt the proverbial "rainy 
day." Most toUcs felt that tliey should heed the gov- 
ernments plea to buy only what was necessary . . . 
so Instead of "spondlris- their ration points on things 
they had no Immediate use for, a majority of house- 
wives havo' been saving them for powlble emergency 
use sometime In the future. 

By (;[incelllng all those aaved roUon points, the OPA 
lias not only created a great deal ot itsentment but 
has also discouraged the "saving" ot ration points. 
Judging from the conversation of the past few days, 
never egoln wUI the housewives trust the CPA. They 
wlU "spend" every jatlon point they have, buying 
foods they have no Immediate need for simply be- 
luse they were fooled once Into saving points, only 
I have them cancelled overnight. 
Lack of confidence In the OPA by the average 
American housewife Is pretty apt to lead In but one- 
dlrecUon, Any spotty dIstribuUon or shortages, actual 
or potential, will get progressively worse as Ainerlcan 
housewives rush to spend every jiolnt their family 
owns since tho opA haa destroyed the aavli:g Incentive.

This means that no defend' 
ant before the board can know what 
his rights are. Graham said Ward's 
offense «-as more serious thon Pet- 
rlUo's because It offered a greater 
detriment to the war program.

Randall hni] oflcn been a Bucst 
Dl Ute Swains and had wltacued 
t&elr manners and customs, yet ' 
never failed to bo Imprtasod. How 
Itid thuy acquired such eentla euav- 
H3I This faint air of statcltoeu? 
His ovn homo In WlUlamsburK was 
sa larsa and as vell-tumlshed 
" Edward Swain's, and ha Imewfar 
» certainly that ho possessed more 
property and money than his friend, 
but tliwc WM Eomethlng else that 
ha did not possess. He did not knon 
■what It was, not clearly, nrd when 
he reached out his hand to sauee» 
It, this unlcnown quality aUpped 
away or melted Into notlilnB. 

Mra. LlahlToot, the mother-ln-Iaw 
of Edward a wain, was on old lady. 
In her late sixties,. She appeared 
have lost most of her memory and 
bod various mild delusions. Ono of 
them was thot Henry Randall, whom 
ahe liked, was a close relative of the 
highbred Itandall family of Sussex' 
County. In her youth slio had visit- 
ed tJiem many times and, on her ont 
trip to England she had stayed for a 
couple of days with the Duchi 
Huntington, who had becn^ Lady 
Isabel . nandoll before her marriage 
to the Duke. Ghe hnd o JlxiA notion 
Ihnt Chnrjfj HnntJnJI. /ountJer o! 
the ViTBlnla fomlly, was Henry Ran. 
dall's grandfather. 

Time and Umo oRoln tier 
law had told her that Henry Ran- 
dall was not a relative of the other 
Virginia RandolU, but the old ' 
either forgot Iho InlormaUon or dls- 
regarded lU Finally he ceased to 
mind her and Henry Randall, _ . 
his port, stopped telling her that ho 
bad no relatives In America, as ho 
reallicd that she pald'.no attention 

Tlie facls-wcro that Henry's fa- 
ther had been a huckster In Lon- 
don, BolUng fresh vegetables from 
s donkey cart for his moat . 
owned the cart and Iho farm from 
which the vcBetables came 
wages were to smntl that ha 
possessed more than threo or four 
BhIlllnES of his own at any one time. 
Ho had heard people speak of Vir- 
ginia as o new and rich land and 
he made up his tnlnd to go there — 
but ho had no money to pay his 
passage. Eventually a shlp'a captAln 
ogreed to take him it ho would be- 
come on indentured servant for 
Mven years. Young Randall asreed. 
Itie faro co.it tO pounds, and the 
captain was to sell him to a master 
When tho ship reached Virginia. 

Ho bad the good fortune to 
sold to Thomas ^Vhltaker. p planter 
who was kind and gcnerofis. Long 
beforo his servitude had expired 
Servant Randall whs given a cow 
ond a litter of pigs by Master Whit* 
aker. In courso of tlmo tho cow had 
o call and the pigs Increased In 
number. Randall sold cows' milk to 
customers In Williamsburg. When 
tho pigs wera grown'he alaughtered 
them, smoked their hams and bacon 
In Virginia style, and sent 
choice meat to England to his 
ter'a agent to be sold for him. With 
tho shipment went more than 3g 
Eklns token from bcoven that Serv- 
ant Randall hnd caught in traps. 

Ho wroto to the oBcnt in Lon- 
don to take thQ money comins from 
tho sale ond buy with It a number 
of DtUcles of 1uxur7, such aa silk 
handkerchiefs, perfumes, finely 
carved pipes, mirrors and mzors In 
. their coses. These goods camo Just 
ftfter he had finished his seven 
years' servitude. Ho sold them to 
plantation owners and their ladles 
Bit three times their cost In London. 
vnth this money ho bought goods 
that Indians Ilka from merchants In 
the colony and took them to tho 
iron tier,, wh era ha traded them for> 



skins. The skins went to London, 
Olid bock to Vbrglnia come a ship- 
ment of luxuries. 

This three-cornered trade contin- 
ued for tcveml years and Randall 
acctunulatcd a considerable amount 
of money. Then ha went Into thi 
business of Importing men ond 
and women. 

Dnder Virginia law anyone who 
brought a ssttlcr or an~lndenture<t 
IT a slave Into tlie colony 
received a ''headrlglil" from Uie col- 
onial government. This headrlBht 
entitled Its owner to iO acres of land 
condition that It be occupied 
within two years. 

Randall went to London and ar- 
ranged with a slilpplng agent there 
to act 03 a procurer of emigrants. 
When they reached Virginia he sold 
them to plonters on Indentures thai 
from five to 10 years. Ho made 
o profit on the cost of their potsago 
across the oceon, and received be- 
sides BO acres for eacli person. When 
he died In 1700 he poucued 3DO0 
acres of land, of which 1200 acre* 
under cultivation. He was also 
the owner of o mercantile business 
and of several slave ahlps that 
brought Negroes from Africa. 

T)ie rise of Randall's father from 
tho Indentured ser>-ant class to a I 
poslUon of irealth and aulhcrlty ^^as 
not at all unusual. Contrary to mod- 
opinion the indentured eervonta 
e not oil criminal], not et 
majority of them were. But oil wcrs 
poor. Among tho poor adventurers 
thero happened to be many who 
clever, enterplrlslng and abla. 
large degree they muit bo con- 
sidered the (oundtra of modem Vir- 
ginia. In loos nearly hall the mem- 
bers of tho Houso of Surgcues had 
to Virginia ns Indentured 
servants.
